GENERAL  REMARKS. 

No  cases  of  yellow  fever,  smallpox,  or  plague  originated  on  or 
were  brought  to  the  Isthmus  during  the  month. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Employees. 

The  health  of  the  employees  remained  good  during  the  month. 
The  number  of  names  on  the  rolls  for  the  preceding  month  was 
36,224. 

The  total  number  of  admissions  to  hospitals  and  quarters  was 
1,000,  a  rate  of  331.27  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  298.93  for 
the  preceding  month  and  494.71  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  19.  Of  these 
11  died  from  disease,  or  3.64  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  1.61 
for  the  preceding  month  and  5.24  for  the  corresponding  month  of 
last  year;  there  were  no  deaths  from  disease  among  white 
employees.  The  diseases  causing  the  largest  number  of  deaths 
were  as  follows:  Lobar  pneumonia,  2;  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs,  2. 
No  other  diseases  caused  more  than  1  death. 

The  constantly  noneffective  rate  was  10.57,  compared  with 
10.82  for  the  preceding  month  and  14.33  for  the  corresponding 
month  of  last  year. 

The  total  admission  rate  for  malaria,  hospitals  and  quarters,  was 
60.95,  compared  with  69.08  for  last  month,  and  the  total  non- 
effective rate  1.18,  compared  with  1.53  for  last  month,  each  of 
these  rates  being  lower  than  for  the  same  month  last  year.

The  diseases  next  to  malaria  causing  the  highest  admission  rates, 
in  the  order  of  their  numerical  importance,  were  venereal  diseases 
and  diseases  of  the  ne-vous,  digestive,  and  respiratory  systems. 
These  five  classes  of  diseases  caused  49  per  cent  of  all  admissions 
to  hospitals. 

The  admission  rate  for  typhoid  fever  was  0.33,  as  against  none 
for  the  previous  month  and  0.95  for  the  corresponding  period  of  last 
year. 

Effects  of  Race. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  death  rate  for  disease  for 
black  employees  wee  171.93  and  4.30  per  thousand,  as  compared 
with  359.15  and  no  deaths  from  disease  for  white  employees. 
The  noneffective  rate  for  disease  and  injuries  for  black  employees 
pe  •  thousand  was  9.03,  as  compared  with  19.20  for  white  employees. 

The  admission  rate  to  hospitals  and  quarters  for  malaria  was 
41.03  per  thousand  for  blacks  as  compared  with  171.96  for  whites. 

The  death  rate  for  Americans  was  2.69,  while  among  the  Euro- 
peans no  deaths  were  recorded.  The  admission  rate  to  hospitals 
for  disease  for  the  latter  was  424.47,  compared  with  270.32  for 
Americans.  The  admission  rate  for  malaria  to  hospitals  and 
quarters  was  206.50  for  Europeans,  as  compared  with  163.87  for 
Americans. 

Deportations. 

There  were  19  deportations  accomplished  during  the  month, 
16  employees  and  3  nonemployees;  for  disease,  14,  and  for  injury,  5. 

Canal  Zone. 

Among  the  36,862  residents  of  the  Canal  Zone  there  was  a  tota' 
of  46  deaths;  of  these  38  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of 
12.37  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  12.66  for  the  preceding 
month  and  15.05  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of 
the  total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age 
was  61,  compared  with  46  last  month. 

There  were  64  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  20.83  per  thousand. 
Ol'  these  births  16  were  of  white  and  48  of  colored  children.  There 
was  1  death  of  white  and  13  deaths 'of  colored  children  under  1  year 
of  age,  giving  an  infant  mortality  per  thousand  of  62  for  white  and 
271  for  colored  children,  with  a  general  average  of  219. 

Panama  City. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  60,000,  among  whom  there  was  a 
total  of  198  deaths;  of  these  195  deaths  were  from  disease,  giving  a 
rate  of  39  per  thousand,  as  compared  with  33.20  for  the  preceding 
month  and  40.45  for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the 
total  deaths  from  disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was 
55.  compared  with  48  last  month.  The  principal  causes  of  death 
showing  an  increase  as  compared  with  November  were:  Malarial 
fever,  15,  as  against  12  last  month;  cerebral  hemorrhage,  3,  as 
against  none  for  the  preceding  month:  pneumonia,  21,  as  against 
15  for  last  month;  diarrhea  and  enteritis  (under  2  years),  35,  com- 
pared with  25  for  the  month  of  November.    The  deaths  from 


malaria  in  Panama  are  open  to  considerable  doubt  as  to  the  diagno- 
sis, practically  all  of  them  being  clinical. 

There  were  232  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  46.40  per  thou- 
sand.    The  infant  mortality  was  375  per  thousand. 

Colon. 

The  population  of  the  city  is  29,331 ,  among  whom  there  were  57 
deaths:  of  these  53  were  from  disease,  giving  a  rate  of  2]  6r)  per 
thousand,  as  compared  with  17.59  for  the  preceding  month  and  20.17 
for  the  corresponding  month  of  last  year.  Of  the  total  deaths  from 
disease  the  percentage  under  5  years  of  age  was  42,  compared  with 
44  last  month. 

The  principal  causes  of  deaths  showing  an  increase  as  compared 
with  November  were:  Organic  disease  of  heart,  7,  as  against  none 
last  month:  nephritis,  6,  compared  with  1  for  the  preceding  month; 
malnutrition,  7,  as  against  1  for  the  month  of  November. 

There  were  92  births  reported,  giving  a  rate  of  37.64  per  thousand. 
The  infant  mortality  was  174  per  thousand. 

HOSPITAL  DIVISION. 

Ancon  Hospital. 

During  the  month  the  average  number  of  patients  constantly 
in  hospital  was  510.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  in  hospital 
proper  was  $1.90  gross  and  $0,925  net.  The  per  capita  cost  of 
patients  in  the  insane  asylum  was  $0.52. 

Farm  for  Disabled. 

The  per  capita  cost  was  $0,536,  as  compared  with  $0.41  in 
November. 

During  the  month  work  was  continued  on  cleaning  pasture  and 
grounds  for  asylum  buildings.  The  vegetable  garden  and  nursery 
were  cultivated  and  365  fruit  trees  were  planted.  The  old  hog 
barn  was  moved  from  Ancon  to  Corozal  Farm,  and  210  fence  posts 
were  made. 

Insane  Department. 

There  were  14  admissions  during  the  month,  9  discharges,  and 
3  transfers  to  the  surgical  wards  of  the  hospital.  Five  patients 
were  deported— 2  to  Antigua,  1  to  Montserrat,  1  to  Nevis,  and  1  to 
the  United  States. 

The  inmates  occupied  in  farm  work  at  the  hospital  farm,  Corozal, 
are  employed  at  present  in  clearing  and  excavating  for  the  asylum 
buildings  now  being  erected  on  a  site  contiguous  to  the  dairy. 

It  is  expected  that  a  sufficient  number  of  buildings  will  be  ready 
for  occupancy  about  March  1,  when  it  is  proposed  to  transfer  the 
male  section  of  the  present  institution  to  the  new  location,  while 
the  female  patients  will  be  retained  at  Ancon  until  such  time  as 
buildings' for  their  accommodation  are  completed. 

On  the  15th  of  January  one  large  building,  constructed  in  1909 
to  provide  accommodation  for  the  increase  in  number  of  males 
at  that  time,  will  be  turned  over  to  the  quartermaster's  depart- 
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ment  for  remodeling  into  employees'  quarters,  there  no  longer 
being  any  necessity  for  its  retention. 

|  Three  new  sewing  machines  have  been  added  to  the  equipment 
of  the  sewing  room,  which  materially  increased  the  output  of  arti- 
cles manufactured  by  female  patients  during  the  month. 

Chronic  Ward. 

There  were  28.13  chronic  and  incurable  patients  constantly  cared 
for  during  the  month.     The  cost  per  patient  per  day  was  $0,308. 
Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIII. 

Colon  Hospital. 

The  highest  number  of  patients  treated  on  any  one  day  during 
the  month  was  54,  the  lowest  number  38,  the  daily  average  being 
47.29.  The  average  number  of  employees  constantly  sick. was 
31.35.  The  average  number  of  days'  treatment  per  employee 
was  6.64.  The  per  capita  cost  of  patients  was  $1.86  gross  and  $1.02 
net.     Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XIV. 

Palo  Seco  Leper  Asylum. 

The  number  of  patients  under  treatment  at  the  end  of  the  month 
was  50,  as  against  49  for  the  preceding  month.  The  per  capita  cost 
per  patient  was  $0.85. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XV. 

Santo  Tomas  Hospital. 

During  the  month  a  total  of  1,568  patients  were  treated  in  hos- 
pital, with  a  daily  average  of  patients  in  hospital  of  475.  The 
hospital  is  now  being  run  to  its  full  capacity,  and  when  the  number 
of  patients  in  hospital  reaches  or  exceeds  500,  as  it  has  on  several 
days  of  this  month,  its  resources  are  seriously  taxed  to  care  for  them. 

There  was  a  total  of  14,728  hospital  days,  with  an  average  of  9 
days'  treatment  per  patient.  Our  ration  cost  has  increased  slightly, 
due  to  the  increased  prices  of  foodstuffs,  and  now  reaches  $0,251 
per  day. 

There  has  been  a  total  of  77  deaths  in  the  hospital  during  this 
month,  of  which  number  10  were  from  Colon.  The  number  of 
births  reached  106,  while  the  stillbirths  showed  a  proportionate 
decrease  for  the  month  and  total  but  9. 

Typhoid  fever,  beriberi,  and  dysentery  are  decreasing,  while 
malaria  shows  a  slight  increase.  One  case  of  diphtheria  and  three 
of  measles  occurred  during  the  month. 

A  large  number  of  infants  are  being  brought  to  the  dispensary 
for  treatment.  These  patients  all  show  a  decided  lack  of  care,  and 
most  of  the  mothers  show  a  lamentable  lack  of  knowledge  in  the 
preparation  of  the  food  for  their  children.  A  surprisingly  large 
number  of  these  patients  are  bottle  fed,  and  the  mothers  give  them 
a  variety  of  food  poorly  prepared  and  calculated  to  produce  the 
severe  cases  of  enteritis  and  marasmus  that  are  encountered  in 
this  clinic. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVI. 


District  Dispensaries. 

The  dispensary  having  the  highest  admission  rate  for  malaria 
was  Corozal,  with  an  average  weekly  percentage  of  0.32,  while  at 
Toro  Point  no  cases  were  admitted. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  IX. 

SANITATION— CANAL  ZONE. 

The  malarial  incidence  has  kept  low,  the  weekly  rate  for  em- 
ployees having  averaged  a  little  less  than  0.18  per  cent  as  compared 
with  0.22  per  cent  last  December,  which  was  the  lowest  December 
on  record. 

A  considerable  part  of  the  new  cases  of  malaria  that  now  appear 
may  be  attributed  to  the  fault  of  the  persons  sick,  whether  the 
fault  be  named  carelessness,  recklessness,  or  over-confidence  in 
the  salubrity  of  the  Isthmus.  They  are  attributable  to  evenings 
or  nights  spent  in  the  open  at  such  places  as  Old  Panama,  where 
no  sanitary  work  is  done,  or  the  Casino,  an  open-air  resort  on  the 
outskirts  of  Panama  in  a  neighborhood  where  malaria  has  abounded. 
The  health  department  does  not  claim  to  have  brought  about  such 
conditions  as  to  make  night  life  in  the  open  advisable,  however 
comfortable  it  may  be.  Automobiles  invite  to  and  promote  such 
exposure  as  is  here  referred  to. 

Another  portion  of  the  cases  are  in  negroes,  living  in  the  bush  on 
privately-owned  land  in  Mirazal,  the  district  between  and  to  the 
east  of  Panama  and  Corozal,  where  effective  prophylactic  work 
would  be  relatively  so  expensive  that  little  has  been  done.  How- 
ever, larger  expenditure  will  be  undertaken  there  at  once.  Ex- 
tensive flooding  of  low  areas  bordering  this  district,  in  consequence 
of  a  new  hydraulic  fill  beside  the  Ancon-Corozal  Road,  has  given 
rise  to  extensive  breeding  and  necessitated  very  active  work,  the 
beneficial  effects  of  which  are  now  beginning  to  show. 

Table  XVII  indicates  the  very  small  amount  of  larvacide  now 
used,  with  resulting  great  saving  of  money.  The  consumption  of 
oil  has  also  been  greatly  reduced  of  late,  except  at  Ancon  and 
Corozal.  Hydraulic  fills  account  for  most  of  the  large  amount 
used  at  those  stations. 

The  adult  mosquitoes  destroyed  in  houses  are  mostly  caught  at 
car  camps  and  at  Frijoles,  where  little  or  no  antimosquito  work  of 
other  kinds  is  done.  There  has  been  very  heavy  breeding  about 
Frijoles,  because  a  rise  of  1  foot  in  Gatun  Lake  has  backed  the 
water  into  extensive  areas  of  grass  and  brush  in  and  about  the 
town,  and  the  breeding  occurs  in  those  areas. 

The  general  sanitary  conditions  are  good.

Communicable  Diseases. 

tuberculosis. 

About  10  per  cent  of  all  deaths  have  as  their  cause  tuberculosis 
of  the  several  forms.  A  blue-print  map  is  being  used  to  determine 
the  location  of  foci,  in  which  this  disease  is  most  prevalent,  and 
plans  are  being  made  for  antituberculosis  campaign. 

TYPHOID  FEVER, 

One  case  of  typhoid  fever  was  reported  for  the  month,  the  source 
of  origin  undetermined. 

DIPHTHERIA. 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  reported  during  the  month,  occurring 
in  an  adult.     Case  was  of  a  very  mild  nature. 

BERIBERI. 

Two  cases  of  beriberi  were  reported  in  December,  which  were 
not  unlike  those  occurring  during  the  several  months  preceding. 

Below  is  a  recapitulation  of  suspected  beriberi  cases,  examined 
in  one  of  the  public  institutes  of  this  city:

This  series  of  cases  covers  all  of  the  students  who  had  been  ill 
during  the  six  or  eight  weeks  preceding  the  examination.  There 
was  nothing  in  their  diet  at  that  time  or  to  be  found  from  examina- 
tion of  old  menu  lists  to  indicate  that  the  disease  was  one  of  food 
deficiency.  Many  of  those  examined  gave  history  of  previous 
attacks  of  malaria. 

The  superintendent  of  the  institute  in  question  reported  that 
there  had  been  no  occurrence  of  other  cases,  and  that  all  of  the  boys 
who  were  under  observation  had  rapidly  recovered. 


MUMPS. 

During  the  month  there  were  28  cases  of  mumps  reported,  which 
seems  to  be  the  down  sweep  of  quite  a  little  epidemic  which  has 
been  occurring  throughout  the  latter  six  months  of  1914. 

Disinfections. 

Disinfection  of  rooms  occupied  by  patients  having  had  infectious 
diseases  is  performed  by  this  office  with  the  use  of  a  1-6  solution  of 
larvacide,  thoroughly  scrubbing  the  floors  and  lower  third  of  the 
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walls  and  going  over  the  articles  of  furniture  with  a  cloth  wet  with 
this  solution.     Articles  of  clothing  are  first  soaked  in  this  solution 
and  afterwards  boiled. 
Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVII. 

SANITATION— COLON. 

During  the  month  23  persons  were  vaccinated.  There  were  12 
convictions  and  fines  for  violations  of  the  sanitary  laws.

QUARANTINE  SERVICE. 

During  the  past  month  a  number  of  vessels  arrived  without  proper 
bills  of  health  as  required  by  law.  These  violations  have  been  re- 
ported and  proper  legal  action  taken. 

Transfer  of  the  station  from  Culebra  Island  to  Balboa  dump  has 
been  partially  completed.  The  erection  of  the  two  remaining 
buildings — cabin  and  steerage  detention  barracks — is  under  way 
and  should  be  completed  during  the  present  month.  Repairs  and 
painting  at  the  Colon  station  are  nearing  completion. 

Passenger  traffic,  reported  as  markedly  decreased  for  November, 
is  returning  to  its  normal  condition,  and  considerable  increase  in 
the  number  of  detentions  in  quarantine  is  looked  for  in  the  near 
future. 

Quarantine  conditions  in  South  America-  show  no  marked  change 
on  the  west  coast.  Plague  seems  to  be  on  the  increase  in  Guayaquil 
and  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  yellow  fever  is  looked  for, 
owing  to  movements  of  troops  reported  in  Ecuador.  We  have  had 
some  indefinite  rumors  of  yellow  fever  occurring  in  Colombian 
ports,  but  have  been  unable  to  verify  this  report;  a  close  watch 
and  six-day  quarantine  is  maintained  against  these  ports.  It  is 
understood  that  typhoid  also  is  extensively  prevalent  on  the 
Colombian  coast.  One  death  from  yellow  fever  at  Curacao  was 
reported  as  having  occurred  on  December  9,  but  our  quarantine 
against  Curacao 'is  maintained  for  fear  of  just  such  conditions,  it 
being  so  close  to  the  Venezuelan  coast,  with  which  there  is  reported 
considerable  contraband  traffic. 

The  plague  situation  in  New  Orleans  has  shown  a  steady  im- 
provement, no  human  cases  having  been  reported  for  some  time. 

Two  or  more  vessels  per  month  are  being  put  through  the  canal 
"in  quarantine."  Some  difficulty  has  been  encountered  in  this, 
due  to  delays,  etc.,  on  the  part  of  the  steamship  companies  in 
making  provisions  for  transfer  of  passengers,  etc.  It  is  expected, 
however,  that  this  procedure  will  be  in  smooth  running  order  in  a 
short  while. 

No  disease  of  a  quarantinable  nature  has  entered  our  terminal 
ports  during  the  month  referred  to. 

Detailed  statistics  are  shown  in  Table  XVIII.
